“If you look at Mayweather’s 
fights, once he’s figured out 
what the other guy’s going 
to do, the fight then becomes 
predictable. Not only has 
Pacquiao got to be 
unpredictable in his punch 
selection but also in the rhythm 
of the fight. He has to vary his 
attacks so Mayweather doesn’t 
get comfortable or as soon as 
he does get settled, change 
the script.” 

Make him feel

“Pacquiao is the smaller 
man so it’s going to be really 
hard to cut off the ring. 

His equaliser is his hard 
hands. If you look at anyone 
Pacquiao’s ever hit, from Oscar 
De La Hoya to Miguel Cotto, 
you can see their facial 
expression change - they don’t 
like it one bit.
